Aren't we all. And now it*s time for sports, and you know what 
that means: 

"LIVE from the Winsome Drawiome planet on the Wee-Neverlose 
system, it's only worth one-half point but it's a lot better than 
lining up for hours on end to cast a ballot which is, more likely 
than not, going to disappear under mysterious circumstances if you 
happened to vote against THE candidate. Anyway, the elections 
official is coming out onto the Field of Political Influence with the 
Orb of Ultimate Decision which the candidates* representatives 
will attempt to kick into the Net of Superiority between the Posts 
of Diplomatic Endeavor and under the Crossbar of Intergalactic 
Harmony. 

Since there are three candidates this time, each representative must 
attempt to put the ball into the net while facing TWO goalkeepers, 
ana from each opposing candidate's organization. Hera are the 
highlights of the first 66 rounds: well stopped... nice dive... fisted 
over the crossbar... JUST wide.. .both keepers got a hand on that 
one...I>rviNG stop.. .has him beat - OFF the outside edge of the 
post I 

After 66 tries by each representative, it's still scoreless. DBB and 
Lord Sacks miss on their 67th shots. Seaparter can win with this 
one - here's the kick - off the post - off the DBB goalkeeper's head 
- off the crossbar - off Lord Sacks* goalkeeper's head - off the 
other post - and* as the South American commentators would say,

Meanwhile, back on Obladee. a mysteriously ^appearing ballot box 
haa bem found and tha DBB have won by 2 votes. The Election 
Council have upheld this result. Tough luck for the Diplomatic 
Rebels heie. Maybe they'll do better on the EOGbead planet in the 
TSaR system: 

"There's a lot of commotion here because of the recent release of 
the second edition of the Election Code. Despite secret 
underground meetings of the Imperial Election Council, occasional 
glimpses by the general public, and rigorous computer testing* it is 
the consensus of the voters that the second edition of the Election 
Code is every bit as confusing and ambiguous as the first, so 
they'll do what they did last time * swords UP and (CLANK 
CRASH STAB SPURT THUD BASH CLANG CRASH CHOP 
THUD BOUNCE) the Diplomatic Rebels representative takes it - 
three points for Seaparter from here." 

It seems as if Seaparter. Lord Sacks, and the DBB are splitting the 
votes. As this is an unprecedented situation, we'll ask the Keeper 
of the Imperial Diplomatic Archives on the Oily Linseed planet 
what the Official Election Rules say. We'll let you know when he 
fmda - we've just been informed that he*s found the master index 
and is searching for the location of the index entry. It seems that 
the index containing the location of the appropriate law is itself 
some 200 km from the roaster index. My mistake - the coa^putcr is 
200 km away. (Mere seconds later....) The laws in question have 
been researched and are being made public right here: apparently, 
back in the days predating even EMPERORS Conrad von Mefirsl 
and Yawn Boring, a similar situation existed.
